Hidden Energy 
Mr. K ettering visualized the a u ­ 
tomobile traveling more than 300 
miles on 
one gallon of gasoline 
while addressing a group of auto­ 
mobile m anufacturers during th e 
New Y ork automobile show th is 
week. 
“We are utilizing only about 4 
or 5 per cent of the total ef­ 
ficiency of modem petroleum fuel 
in the automobile," said Mr. K et­ 
tering.

oline to propel the ordinary sized 
automobile 300 or 400 miles."

Amos Alonzo Stagg gave the lie to 
inferences th at he is too old, 
at 
71, to coach a big 
league college 
football team. 
For 40 years Stagg coached Chi­ 
cago elevens. 
Last 
year, in con­ 
formity with the compulsory retire­ 
ment policy of the university he was 
retired. 
In his own eyes, Stagg, young in 
mind and hale in body, had 
not 
reached retirem ent age. He wanted 
no part of a sideline seat, a desk 
in an athletic department, personi­ 
fying the old fire horse relegated to 
the bam to eat and sleep out 
the 
rest of his days. 
Stagg insisted th at regardless of 
what the 
University of Chicago 
thought, his place still was on the 
firing line, coaching actively, teach­ 
ing youth. Offers have come to him 
and he has considered them. He is 
still looking for the big league 
chance his fiery spirit demands. 
But in the 
meantime, 
Amos 
Alonzo Stagg has proved that 
he 
still has the 
stamina, the physical 
assets to coach any football team in 
the country. 
He has fought off a 
fullgrown case of bronchial pneu­ 
monia. complicated by influenza, at 
an age when a good, stiff cold would 
snuff out most men. 
At the annual coaches’ meeting it 
was freely predicted that the Ma­ 
roons, battered about the Big Ten 
football fields for years, are on their 
way back. 
Material has improved in the past 
two years. Coming up this fall are 
athletes reported to stand far and 


since she turned professional is not 
confined altogether to her erstwhile 
comrades of the am ateur athletic 
union.
